INTRODUCTION 





At the request of the Board of Directors, this issue of the 
Journal of Alabama Archaeology, Vol. 30, No. 2, is an index to 
the first 30 years of the Journal. Three separate indexes are 
included: serial, author, and subject. 





The Serial Index is a list of all contents of the Journal 
in order of presentation. It includes not only all the arti- 
cles, but also the membership lists, the AAS constitution, and 
other AAS materials such as reports of annual meetings now 
published in the Stones and Bones Newsletter. All of these 
materials are listed with Alabama Archaeological Society as the 
author. Contributions to or parts of articles are not listed 
here. The marginal numbers are cross references for the Subject 
Index. 





The Author Index lists the contents of the Journal by 
senior author. Contributed sections of articles are listed 
here, if not by the author(s) of the entire article. Co-authors 
of articles or contributions are not given separate listings. 


The Subject Index is presented as a list of major and minor 
topics with article numbers cross referenced to the Serial 
Index. Materials with authorship attributed to the Alabama 
Archaeological Society are not included here, because they are 
presented together in the Author Index. 


A brief scan of the Subject Index should familiarize the 
reader with the organization of the index. Most of the articles 
fall into the categories ARTIFACT REPORT, OVERVIEW OR SYNTHESIS, 
or SITE REPORT. For convenience, Artifact Reports and Site 
Reports each have separate indexes for area and for topic. The 
CHRONOLOGICAL LISTING and REGIONAL LISTING crosscut all other 
parts of the subject index. The regional listings are based on 
drainage basin within Alabama and on state outside of Alabama. 
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The Subject Index should be considered to be an index to 
the subjects of articles, not to specific contents of articles. 
For example, there has been no attempt to index the Stanfield- 
Worley report under every listing relevant to the represented 
artifact types, components, etc., or to list every reference 
made to to Stanfield-Worley. Instead, the Stanfield-Worley 
report is indexed under the following: CHRONOLOGICAL LISTING: 
Multicomponent; REGIONAL LISTING: Tennessee River; SITE REPORT 
by Drainage or State: Tennessee River; SITE REPORT, Tested or 
Excavated: Stanfield-Worley Bluff Shelter. 


Thus we complete 30 years of the Journal of Alabama Archae- 
ology. These years from 1955 through 1984 mark a significant 
period, the time of growth and maturation of the Journal, the 


Alabama Archaeological Society, and our understanding and prac- 
tice of Alabama archaeology in general. This index is, there- 


fore, a fitting tribute to this time, marking the accomplish- 


ments of the past, and anticipating their contribution to the 
future.
